The tobacco aituatiou iu the liuiloy tlisificts of 
Keutucky was coiisidcrid iu Lcxiugtou ycsU-iiiuy 
at a mecliiig uud lliougULiul men of practical ex- 
perienoe and it ia to be hoped that aa a rcBult ol 
their deliberatious there may coim- souk' 
from tlie present dislressing coudiUoii oi ulluirs. 

EvidciiUy thoro is something radically wi-oug 
with the tobacco market. 

With an apparent shortage of t\\ . iity-two milr 
Jiou pounds, aud with the cost oi produeliou to the 
grower at approximately seven oeuta a pound it 
ia difficult to understand how the average prices 
can remain al hetwecu eight aiul nine eenls unless 
there are some eoulrollmg laelors which are pure- 
ly artificial and in a degree criminal. 

Certainly the grower can not market his cioi' ai 
ciglit 01- nine eeuts win n its costs him seven cents 
to px-oduce it, uud when he sees the uiunuiueturer 
■elling the liniihed product at three or four hun- 
dred per cent prolit, he fails to understand how 
Bucli things can he witiiont some uuluwl'ul jug- 
gling yvitk the Irmts oi his toil. 
The meeting yesterday in the main was consei 
' Vative iu its tone, Ihongii noiiu the less deterniintd 
to resort to every possible mcuus oi arriving at 
some clear uuderstuudiug of the underlying causes 
of the faults complained of. 

If the l)ig tohaeeo companies which formerly 
... 4ion«titutcd .the "Trust," are agam violating the 
letter and spirit of the law under which- the truat 
was supposed to have been dissolved, it is the duty 
of the FiMlcial authorities if jiossihlr to discover 
the ci'imiuals and bring them to justice. 

It is not enough that the landowners of Ken- 
tucky and other states sliould seek a remedy 
thron^'li reduction of tlie acreage aud tlu-reby 
bear the full brunt of the r»'medy. 

Naturally, good hnsbapdry would dictate meth- 
ods of economy ami etThdency in the m;ma<;inK of 
the faiin. but if the existing,' low prices aie dnc 
to unfair and unlawful acts hy thos<> si'cminply in 
eontrol of both ends of the tobncco market the par- 
ties rosiionsitilc for these nnlawfid acts, and not 
■ the farmer and the tenant who grow the tohaeeo. 
should be the greatest sufferers, once the rral 
source of the trouble is ascertained. — Lexington 
Leader. 

tetuTHAVB OHAN€aD 8IM0B 181B. 

A hundred years ago, during the Waterloo cam- 
paign, it ri'qnircd three days for llic Dnke of Wel- 
lington to send a message from the battle front 
to England, and three days more to receive a re- 
ply. Hut Sir .John Fieuch, tlie British hold mar- 
shal, a liundred years latei-. makes a visit to Knvr- 
laud and is able to keep in direct toueli with the 
army by means of the telegraph. Sir John visit- 
ed Wnlmer Castle, the home of Prime Minister 
As(iui1h, where a council of war was hold; wont 
also to London, where he was present at u series 
of eounoila during the next two days, spent a con- 
siderable time iu bis own home, i-eeciviiif.' mes- 
sages every hour from hcadquarleis in France, 
and in no way felt that he was handicapped by his 
absence from the battle line. Tiiis is oidy one in- 
dication of till' frreat changes winch have come 
over the methods oi nuiking war iu the last hun- 
dred years.
